DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art 
references do not teach or render obvious a semiconductor wafer having the structure 
as claimed in claims 17, 18 and 22. 

Prior art references do not teach or render obvious a method for processing a 
semiconductor wafer comprising all the steps as claimed in claim 24 and claim 26. 

Prior art references do not teach or render obvious an apparatus for fabricating 
semiconductor devices so as to have varying contact surface densities between the 
wafer and the surface of the wafer holding means in a direction of the wafer diameter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
